One of tho main Issues to come boforo the 
next session of tho lEglslaturo wilt be the de- 

- plorntjle condition of Idaho's educational' sya- 
'" tern. 

' No doubt, there will bo the usual knoctc 
down and drag out which tho, school contro- 
versy Injects Into every session of tho IobIs- 
lature. If the battle ends In the customary 

- ' compromising stalemate, it is not beyond the 

■ realm of possibility that .Idaho's school sysa-: 
tern could approach a scandal. 

- Heretofore, tho school fsauo has boon used 
as a bludgeon to ^e&t down other important 
legislative matters, and tho time has arrived 
ior the people to voice a protest' that will be 

' heard. 

Attempts will be made during the forth- 
coming legislative session to work out some 
solution to our educational problem, but un- 
. loss there is sufficient support from the pco- 
pie generally, nothing may come from any 
such attempts. 

It Is difficult for tho average Individual to 
figure out what may be the underlying 

- '.trouble with our public schools system. But 
thoro Is one fact that should be clear In our 

. minds. 

This can bc demonstrated with a few sta- 
tistics. In the United States there are 20,805,- 
359 children of school age. The amount paid 
hy taxpayers for the nation's sclyiols Is $2, 
310,600,000, making the average cost per child 
»77.Ba. 

There wore 130,000 children of school age iri 
IdahO'lA 1041-42. Tho amount contributed by 
taxpayers for the schools was $0,700,000, 
making the average per child In Idaho $75.14. 

Although Idaho is nearly up to average, ex- 
■-^iictly-one-half-of— the - total- states operate 
their schools more cheaply than does Idaho. 
Utah, for Instance, spends only 4 per cent 
more than Idaho, yet it Is being claimed that

- iwlth the corrcct answer, and to take the steps 
, Ithat are necessary to correct the situation. 

1 It's for the good of our schools that wo 
should demand action. Once and for oil, po- 
1 litical horscjilay and sectional jealousies 
l_WiouId be overwhelmed by public indignation. 

DIETS AND SOLDIERS ^ . 
In surveys of the physical condition of our 
. armed forces It might seom that too much 
■ attention has been paid tho boys Who were 
. turned down, "tht record Isn't too good, to bo 
sure, bat it cannot be denied that a lot of 
husky youngsters passed their physicals and 
became magnificent soldiers and sailors and 
. fUers. 

To have listened to long-faced predictions 
during tho 30's, one would not have believed 
„thaL.thla co'jld be possible. We were assured 
' . that the younger ceneratton was headed for 
. an. early grave and the dcvU. They were a 
pale, flabby bunch., we were told— a bunch of 
jitterbugs and gold-fish sw&llowers. - 

- It's too bad that It took a war to prove the, 
long-laced prophets wrong. But wrong they 

, were, and for several apparent reasons. One 
. purely is the fact that the advance of medical 
ficience has not only Increased our life expcc- 

■ -'tancy from 49.24 in lOOO to almost 65 today, 

but has toned up America's health in the pro- 

■ cess. 

Another reason is that, though wo may not 
be producing as many colorful Cobba, Ruths, 
TUdena and Dempsoys as we did, a lot more 
youngsters are taking part in supervised ath- 
■, letlcs than in former years. 
; A third reason, perhaps the biggest, Is that 
wo' Americans are eating better than we used 

■ ■ to. The facts to back up that assertion come 

from.Harvey A. Baum; wjio heads the organl- 

■ zatlon that buys produce for the A ii P stores. 
Mr. Baum has raked over 44 years of dlnner-

The Implied threat In the i;im«s' edlhirlal Is plain 
and It la a strange attitude ^or a atate whlclv before 
"•- -or, welcomed the presence of tho-Jopolftae be- 
lt could profit by thtlAcheap labor and which, 
after hostlUtlci began, waa^ulto willing to dump 
them upon neighboring states of the west. 

It la tortunato that most Araerlcani take a leas 
sclflah view of thla difficult probleni. The strict 
aegregatlon procedure which has been foUowcd wai 
Justified In the early period ot the Pacific war, when 
It was difficult to altt the wheat from the dittf, 
the loyal from the dialoyal. But, except for greater 
difficulties In IdtnUtkaUon, there Is no more reason 
for tumping all Americans ot Japanese. ancestry to- 
gelher Indiscriminately than for doUig likewise with 
other racial groups. 

It Is accepted poUoy In thla country that an A^nsr- 
Ican-bom or naturaUMd .resident is an American' 
dtlxen with normal rlghti ot clUicnahlp, regardltss 
of his racial origin. There ore times and places where 
It may seem difficult or questionable to apply. these 
rules literally; but In a nation that prUes itself on 
seeking even-handed Justice tor oil, they have to be 
applied. --■ . 

It li coaler. by this time to grant the validity ot 
such constitutional rl<lits because of the general good 
bshavlor of most ot Uie Interned Japanese, and espe- 
cially the admirable And heroic performance of so 
many American-Japanese who are serving In the 
anned lorces^Lewlaton Tribune.

. A charodlorlatlo of 
the Puritan mind, and the harsh- 
ness had a sadistic streak. There- 
fore,' It was natural and quite In 
keeping with the essential order of 
things, according to the Purilan 
way of thinking, that the stocks 
should stand aa ttta vlUj^Be greea, ttt 
remind the pleasure-seekcn that all 
Is not beer and KHtti^ii r» thli wnrM 
of sin and temptation. .The Puri- 
tan mejtlnghouses were unhealed, 
and OS cold as Ice In the winter 
season, when they might Just aa well 
have had chimneys and fireplaces. 
But A warm and comforting church 
would have seemed to atake religion 
"w'eoay. 

To the Puritan mind there was a 
touch or evil In almost every hiimon 
acUvlly that happened to be pleas- 
ant. One of the colony's atatules, for 
hutance, forbade a man to kiss his 
wife In public. The chronicles of the 
time record the case of a Boston sea 
captata who had been away for a 
year on o long voyage. One day the 
town crier went around with ids 
drum- to announce that this sea- 
farer's ahlp was eomlng Into the bay. 
The captain's wife went' down to the 
water's edge to welcome her hus- 
band. As soon OB he eame ashore 
he took her 'In his anns and kissed 
her, with many peopla looking on. 
For lliat serious pl^co , of mlsbe- 
hovlor he was taken before a magis- 
trate and sentenced to two hours In 
the pillory on his first afternoon 
on land. 1 

Curiously enough, these harsh n 
strletlons on perfectly natural and 
human pleasures did not apply to 
Uquor drinking. People who got drunk 
re, of course, taken up 'and fined 
set In' the stocks; and the tav- 
. IS had to close (it the curfew hour 
and also on Uie Bobbolh, but olher- 
Wlso 4hero was no curb at oil on 
dilnkln^. As a matter of fact, every- 
ono dfaiik .Uquor, or beer or cider 
— and that rcoUy means everybody 
from .mlntstcra and magistrates 
down to nursemaids and two-year- 
old babies.
